gent. the commissioner general of lm- 
niigration. 
During 
that period, 
the 
report 
says, the 
population of 
the 
United States was Increased by the 
admission 
of 
1.100,735 
immigrant 
nliens, and 65,618 non-immigrant aliens 
ntered at its ports, making the total 
ulmissions 
1,166,353. 
The 
increase 
over last 
year’s record 
of 1,059,755 
(1,026,499 aliens plus 33,256 transits) 
was 106.598. 
During the fiscal year 
1905, 11,480 nliens were rejected and 
during the past year 12.132. 
Of the 
immigrant nliens, that is those who 
ntend settling in the United S t a t e s , 
there were 761,463 males and 336,272 
©males. 
The tendency 
of immigra­ 
tion during 
the past few 
years to 
gather its steady increase principally 
from th** countries of Southern Europe 
is referred to.

Dr. Riley’s request that they come for­ 
ward anil pass into tho room back of 
the choir gallery where he could meet 
them personally, about forty worked 
their way through tho great crowds to 
to the front.

Ami bundles of old letters I discovered ' 
one by Mrs. JefTereys of Rlnrney en*- 
tle, County Cork, which contains an 1 
account of a circumstance interesting I 
I 
In itself as an Instance of heroism on 
the part of the narrator toward her 
brother, the Earl of Clare, and so valu­ 
able as bringing to light a remarkable 
event connected with tin* history of 
those troubled times that I feel I aru 
only discharging a duty In submitting 
It to the notice of the editor. 
The letter is dated J* Molesworth 
street, July, 1807, and, among other 
matters, Mrs. JefTereys writes as fol­ 
lows : 
“On the day I/ord Fitzwilliam was 
recalled, when my brother (as chancel­ 
lor! was returning from tho castle a ft­ 
er having assisted at the swearing in 
of the newly arrived lord lieutenant, a 
ferocious mob of no less than 5,000 
men and several hundred women as­ 
sembled together in College green and 
all along the avenue lending to my 
brother's house. The male part of the 
Insurgents were armed with pistols, 
cutlasses, sledges, saws, crowbars and 
every oilier weapon necessary to break 
open my brother’s house, nnd the wo­ 
men were all of them arm oil with 
their aprons full of paving stones. This 
ferocious and furious mob began to 
throw showers of stones Into my broth­ 
er’s coach, at Ids coachman’s bead and 
bls horses. They wounded my brother 
in tho temple in College green, and if 
be bad not sheltered himself by hold­ 
ing bis great square official purse be­ 
fore him lie would have been stoned to 
death before lie arrived (through the 
back yard) at Ids own bouse, where 
with several smithy sledges they were 
working bard to break into his hall 
door, while others of them had ropes 
ready to fix up to his lamp iron to hang 
him the moment they could find him, 
when I arrived, disguised in my kitch­ 
en maid’s dress, my blue apron full of 
stones. I mingled with this numerous 
mob and addressed a pale, sickly man, 
saying: ‘My dear jey’l, w hat’ll become 
of bus! I am after running from the 
castle to tell yeas all that a regiment 
of bos is galloping down here to thram- 
ple hue, etc. Oh, yea. yea, where will 
we go?’ Then they cried: ‘Hurry, hur­ 
ry, Hie bos is coming to charge and 
thrample bus! Hurry for the custom 
house.’ And in less than a moment the 
crowd dispersed. 
“ I then procured a surgeon for my 
brother and a guard to prevent another 
attack, and thus I saved Lord Clare’s 
life at the risk (if being torn limb from 
lind> if I had been recognized by any 
of the mob.”—-London Notes and Que­ 
ries.

ANCIENT LITERATURE. 


l i o n Soiiit* o f It W a * L u c k i l y S a v e d 
F r o m D ent r u c t i o n . 
Considering that lh** whole of ancient 
literature was confined to manuscript, 
It is wonderful that so much of it has 
come down to us. 
The preservation of 
some old writings lins been almost 
miraculous. 
To a single copy preserv­ 
ed In a monastery of Westphalia, for 
Instil nee, do we owe till that we have 
of Tacitus. 
This is tin* more remarks 
hie since the emperor of that name 
had copies of the works of his distill 
guished ancestor placed in nil the Im­ 
perial libraries nnd caused ten copies 
of them to he transcribed yearly. Still, 
only the one ropy lins been found In 
modern times. 
A page of the second decade of Livy, 
we are told, was discovered by a man 
of letters on a hat tied nor while he was 
amusing himself In th** country. 
Ile 
rushed up to town, but he was too hit**, 
for the battiedoor maker “had used up 
all his parchment the week before.” 
Two manuscripts of Cicero on “Glory” 
were presented to Petrarch, who lent 
them to an old preceptor. 
This latter 
gentleman, 
being pressed 
by want. 
pawned them and died without reveal­ 
ing tho name of th** pawnbroker. Two 
centuries afterw ard they were men­ 
tioned In a catalogue of books be­ 
queathed to a convent, but could not 
be found. 
It is supposed that Petrus 
Alcyon Ins, the physician to the insti­ 
tution, appropriated them and, having 
transposed some of the thoughts to 
his own writings, destroyed the origi­ 
nals. 
The original Magna Charta of E ng­ 
land has certain mutilations, presuma 
bly from a pair of shears. 
It is said 
that Sir Richard Cotton, calling one 
day at his tailor’s, discovered that that 
man was holding in his hand ready to 
cut up for a pattern a copy of the 
great Magna Charta, with all its ap­ 
pendages and seals.

striking at each other with their spines, 
a well directed cut from which w eap­ 
on of offense will often rip up the 
body of tho adversary, sending him to 
the bottom. 
But most remarkable of all is the 
decoration which nature bestows upon 
the victor. The brilliant green of his 
mail becomes tinged with gold, while 
his red throat blushes to a deeper hue 
than ever.
